Now, therefore, I, W illiam D . H oard, gover­ 
nor of the state of W isconsin, in conform ity 
w ith this most fitting custom and the procla­ 
mation of the president of the U nited States, 
do appoint Thursday, November 28tb, 1889, as a 
day of thanksgiving. 
I furtherm ore recom m end th a t on that day 
the people of W isconsin abstain from a ll labo 
and give thanks to A lm ighty G od, by appropri­ 
ate exercises in th e ir places of worship and 
th eir hom es, for th e abundant mercies which 
we have received at H is hands in the past year. 
In testim ony whereof, 11 ave hereunto 6et my 
band and caused the G reat Seal 
of the State of W isconsin to be 
affixed. Done a t th s capitol, in 
I Great Seall Madison, this 7th day of Novem­ 
ber, in the year of our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred 
and 
eighty-nine.

I N ALL THINGS GIVE THANKS. 
It will be difficult to bod a person who 
has no occasion to Rive thanks on the 
morrow, and join rn the spirit of the 
proclamation which let apert I burg day, 
the LSth instant, as a day ( f thankegiv- 
h r . There is so much of the loving- 
kindness of God shown toward all peo­ 
ple. so many of the oommon blessings of 
lift* failing to the lot of everybody,that 


there should not Ibe found a home 
anj where, where there is no spirit of 
thanksgiving. 
The heart of eveiy one 
jo ah! be much like the old philosopher 
wuo said, “ Some folks are always com­ 
plaining about the weather, bdl I am 
very thankful when I wake up in the 
morning to lied any weather at all.” 
When the New England colonies were 
first planted on this continent they en­ 
dured 
many privations and difficul­ 
ties and were 
accustomed 
to 
ap­ 
point 
a 
day 
of 
fasting 
and 
prayer every year. 
InJ the midst of 
hardships and bitter went, ibis seemed 
the natural thing to do. 
But when this 
had been done several times, one oom­ 
mon sense old colonist moved that a day 
of thanksgiving be aspointed. “ Why?” 
was the question put wto the old man. 
‘Because,” was the answer, “we are 
growing strong, the fields have grain in 
them, the woods have game, our wives 
are obedient, our children dutiful, and 
God is kind.” So from that day to this, 
there has been a day set apart for thanks­ 
giving, not by national proclamation ex­ 
cept since 1803. but by the governors o* 
the New England states. 
Once a minister wrote a sermon on the 
text, “In everything grumble and find 
fault, for this affords great satisfaction 
to human nature, and makes everybody 
uncomfortable.’’ Probably Paul would 
not recognize this quotation, but it is 
from the everyday version of the letter 
to the Thessalonians. 
la that sermon 
are 6cme thoughts fit to be repeated for 
the Thanksgiving season of 1889: 
No, grumbling does not follow from 
Mifferirg and wrong. Those who grum­ 
ble long st, loudest and most bitterly, 
are by no means the ones who have great­ 
est cause to ccnop'ain. Aud, on the other 
hand, those who ere most thankful and 
contented ate not the one'* who have 
received the mc st of earth’s bounties. 
It is apt to be quite the revfrse. 
I sometimes think that our gratitude 
inorecstP in the inverse ratio of our 
prosperity. 
Our 
fathers 
appointed 
Thanksgiving Day amid difficulties and 
privations that we know little about; BDd 
they spent the day in hearty thankful­ 
ness to God. 
i'c-day we have so 
many blessings and 
comforts 
that

for 
a 
few 
mo­ 
ments to return thanks to God. 
We 
reed over the Thanksgiving Proclama­ 
tion, end we m utter, “ The same old 
story about bountiful harvest, e tc ., but, 
afft r all, what have we to be particular­ 
ly thankful for ? ’ We have become so 
accustom! d to great blessings and boun­ 
tiful gifts that we think the best of times 
bard, 
and 
the 
most 
comfortable 
circumstances 
only* 
fair. 
Yet

proclamations 
joe 
not 
me^uiDg’.css. They speak cn tjThe so­ 
ber truth. We have great reason to b9 
thankful both as a nation and as indi- 
vidnals. 
We are

clcsst p ct the people are better off this 
yet' than they were ten years or even 
one year ago. And of all the people in 
the vorli the people of America have the 
greyest canso t3 give thanks.

Here is a piece of history; 
While England has paid nearly thirty- 
t iree million dollarsjto her ships and we 
tiro hundred and twenty thousand to 
curp, we have paid over three million 
dollars to foreign ships. 
In 1878 when 
this suicidal policy was apparently firm­ 
ly established, we were carrying 25 ? per 
cent of our foreign commerce under the 
American Hag; in 1888 we were carrying 
13 18 percent, under thestme Htg. Up 
to and including 1857 all of oar mail pay 
went to the vessels built in the United 
btates, owned by a citizen cr citizens 
thereof and maimed by American sailors 
and 73 per cent, of our commerce woe 
brought and osrned by such vessels. 
The change to a foreign service was 
insugurated during the a I ministration 
of James Buchanan, on the advice of 
Post master-General Aaron V. Brown, of 
Tennessee, with the procurement of Jef­ 
ferson Davis and Robert Toombs aide! by 
'the Doughface vote in congress. And 
the admirers of Davis and Toombs, with 
the mugwumps—descendants from the 
Doughfaoes in many instances—are now 
proclaiming that it is the tariff that de­ 
stroy td our shipping. 
Take eome mere reports of what Eng­ 
land is doing for her steamships com­ 
pared with whet the U cited State is doing 
for (ars. Go back, say, six years. In 1SS3 
the British government paid ber steam­ 
ship lines $3,944,290,and the subsidy did 
not vary much down to 1888 when it was 
$3 284.874. 
lo 1883 the United States 
pa.d to foreign vessels for 
carrying 
American mail $316,358, and in 1887 and 
1888 $429,036 and $481,059 respectively. 
And how much do the 
readers 
of 
the Gazette suppose the United States 
paid to United States vessels—the sum of 
only $48,077 in 1883, and with only an 
increase to $76,727 m 1887! Our readers 
will remember that in 1886 some $400,- 
0( 0 was voted by congress for the benefit 
of American mail service on the sea?, bot 
Mr.

THE GIRAFFE. 


How H e C onceals H is S ib in th e A cacia 
T h ick et. 
Those who have seen animals only in 
a menagerie can have little idea how 
differently they appear in their native 
forests. 
The giraffe, for example, 
eludes observation to a degree almost 
incredible, as is shown by the follow­ 
ing: 
When we come to^tlie giraffe, we 
cannot at first understand that the size, 
height, and bold coloring that make it 
so conspicuous on open ground should 
become its most effectual means of 
concealment when among trees. 
The 
animal feeds mostly upon the leaves of 
a species of acacia—called by the 
Boers “kameeldorn,” or giraffe-thorn 
—stretching its long neck among the 
branches, and with its lithe, slender 
tongue plucking the pendent leaves 
from the twigs. 
When it is standing among the 
acacias, it can with difficulty be distin­ 
guished from them, its long slender 
legs resembling the trunk, and the 
bead and neck being lost among the 
branches; while the spots, which are 
so conspicuous in the open country, 
harmonize so faithfully with the broken 
patches of light and shade thrown by 
the leaves, that even the huge body is 
indistinguishable at a little distance. 
Not even the native hunters, with their 
highly trained vision, 
can 
decide 
whether a little clump of three or four 
acacias be tenanted by the giraffe or 
whether it be empty. Even a tele­ 
scope or a field-glass will fail to ascer­ 
tain the presence of the giraffe. 
The anaconda, also, can lie unseen 
in the forest, tfce beautiful diamond- 
shaped patterns of the body resembling 
the lichens, mosses, and deckings of 
light and shade upon the tree-trunks. 
So close is the resemblance that a man 
has been known to seat himself upon 
the body of a gorged and sleeping ana­ 
conda, mistaking it for the object which 
it simulated. Similarly, tho spotted 
jaguar of the New World, and the 
leopard in the Old World, are practi 
cully invisible among the branches of 
trees, and depend on this fact for their 
ability to capture the wary and active 
monkevs.

Judge Longenecker began by asking Mr. 
Dawson: 
“ Where were you the 4th of 
May?” 
j 
* ‘In'the Emergency hospital on the North 
Side.” 
“ Where were you May 5?” 
“ In the hospital?” 
‘ ‘Do you remember meeting Mr. Beggs 
at the Grand Pacific hotel, when ho was 
introduced to Col. Babcock?” 
“ I do.” 
“ When was that?” 
“ May ll, Saturday evening.” 
“ Who introduced him to Col Babcock?” 
“ Mr. Gleason.” 
This was to impeach the testimony given 
by Francis P. Gleason that he introduced 
Beggs to Mr. Dawson and Col. Babcock on 
the night of May 4 at tho Grand Pacific 
hotel. 
Saloonkeeper Nieman 
was then put 
on the stand to swear that he had been in­ 
troduced to .James Hyland, and that, in 
the best of his belief James Hyland was 
not the tall man who came into his place 
Saturday night, May 4, or Sunday night. 
May 5, as O’Sullivan claims. 
The next witness was Simon Ol3en, 
foreman at J. C. Segerstern’s livery stable 
at 121 East Chicago avenue. 
The witness 
had with him the book of the livery office. 
It showed that a carriage was hired by 
William Coughlin on the evening of May 
4, and that it was out from 6:30 to about 
12 o’clock that night. 
The driver of the 
carriage was F»ed Swanson. 
Witness 
saw the carriage drive down in front of 
William Coughlin’s 
saloon, where 
it 
stopped for about ten minutes and then 
drove away. 
All this was preparatory to an effort to 
smash Burke’s alibi. 
Matt Danahy had 
testified in Burke’s behalf that the Winni­ 
peg suspect was in his .saloon from 6 to 9 
o’clock on tho evening of May 4. 
Danahy 
remembered the night from the fact that 
Coughiiu and J. F. O’Malley came over to 
his place and wanted Danahy to go with 
them to the “opening” of a saloon on the 
West Side. 
O’Malley testified that Cough­ 
lin went with him to the opening and that 
they hired the carriage after returning 
from Danahy’s saloon, which would rnako 
it about 8 o’clock. 
Fred Swanson’s testi­ 
mony tended to demolish this story. Swan­ 
son told a straight, succinct story. 
He testified that he was ordered by Ol­ 
sen, the foreman, to go out with a car­ 
riage the evening of May 4. 
The carriage 
was ready about 6:30 o’clock. 
He re­ 
membered the hour because the foreman 
told him of it, and it was entered in the 
books. 
He drove to Coughlin’s saloon and 
went in, leaving the carriage outside. 
In 
the saloon he found William Coughlin, 
Mr. O’Malley, and a strange man with a 
smooth face whom the witness did not 
know. 
He 
remained in tho 
saloon 
about ten minutes. 
Then 
O’Malley 
and the unknown man entered the car­ 
riage and ordered Swanson to drive to 
Lake and Clark streets, where there was a 
saloon. 
Thence they went to different sa­ 
loons, at Ogden avenue and Wood street, 
at 809 Madison street, and Kingsbury aud 
Erie streets, and finally returned to Cough­ 
lin’s saloon. 
At each of these place, 
O’Malley and the other man alighted and 
entered the saloons. 
“ Who were In the carriage?” asked 
Judge Longenecker. 
“ Mr. O’Malley and that other fellow.” 
‘‘Where did yon leave Coughlin?” 
“ At the saloon.” 
“ Was there any 
other 
bar-tender 
there?” 
“ There was not.” 
“ Was Mr. Coughlin in your carriage 
with O’Malley and the strange man at any 
time during that night?” 
“He was not 
He staid at the saloon.” 
Robert P. 
Stanton, the Lake View 
printer was recalled by the State to help 
break part of O’Sullivan’s defense. 
Mine- 
han, one of O’Sullivan’s employes, had 
testified that in the latter part of April 
he went to Stanton’s office and asked for 
some of the cards that was being printed 
for O’Sullivan. 
His story was that he 
applied at the office and some one there 
fiekoned a man from the composing-room, 
and this man gave Mineh&n a lot of the 
cards. 
The purpose of calling Mr. Stan- 
to show that no one in Stanton’s office 
was spoken to by any one from O.Sulli- 
van’s. 
Harry L. McMahon was called. 
He 
testified that he was foreman for Mr. 
Stanton and that he could not remember 
having delivered any cards to O’Sullivan’s 
employe. 
Mr. Forrest got into the record 
that McMahon's mustache was “sandy,” 
this being the description given by Mine- 
han of the foreman whom be saw at 
Stanton’s on April 27. 
Inspector of Police Ebersold was called. 
He testified that he remembered the time 
the department was working on the Cronm 
case after the body had been found. 
Officers Crowe and Rohan had been work­ 
ing on the case. 
‘Did either Officer Crowe or Officer 
Rohan ever make any report to you, ver­ 
bal or written, %o the effect that Mertes, 
the milkman, had said he had heard sound* 
of shuffling or fighting in the Carlson cot­ 
tage?” 
“Neither of them ever made any such 
reprots to me.” 
Mrs. Mary Bruns wa3 called and testi­ 
fied that her husband kept a hardware 
store. 
“Do you know Frank Hoertel?” asked 
Mr. Mills. 
“ I do.” 
“Did you ever sell him a lock?*5 
“ I did.” 
“ When was that?” 
“ I can’t teVF just the time, but May 15 
I sold Mr. Hoertel a lot of nails, and I 
know that he bought the lock about three 
weeks before th at time.” 
On the cross-examination she was asked 
how she remembered the circumstance*. 
She replied that it was because Hoertel 
said that he wanted the lock to keep his 
wife out of the house. 
Alfred Kleinecke testified to having 
seen Mrs. Hoertel climb into the window 
of her house, because of her inability to 
get in through the door. 
This was the 
week ending May 4. 
He was very sure of 
the incident and date, and the defense 
proved unable to queer hun. 
An attack on tho character of August 
Salzman, the witness who for the defense 
swore that Hoertel did not purchase the 
lock until April 8, was then made by the 
State calling 
Chris Thiessen, Edward 
King, Charles Rapoth, Charles Newman, 
all reputable business men or lawyers, de­ 
claring that the character of Salzman was 
bad. 
It was very bad. 
So bad that none 
of them would believe him under oath. 
Patrick Dinan was recalled and inter­ 
rogated by Mr. Hynes. 
“ I want to direct your attention, Mr. 
Dinan, to the conversation you had with 
Capt. Schaack and Dan Coughlin May 6, 
respecting the description of the man who 
drove the white horse. 
Did you not say: 
•You chi* do y o u r own describing: 
Cough 
Un knows the man and saw him?’ ” 
“ What effect, if any, has rain on I 
Whitehorse’.” 
“ It has a tendency to make it darker in 
color.” 
Andrew D. Anderson was in the {livery 
business May 5 at 1,786 and 3,788 Ash­ 
land avenue. 
The 6th of May he sold out. 
His stable was next door to Nieman* s sa­ 
loon. 
He was in and out of Nieman’s 
place Sunday evening, May 5, from 7 
o’clock to IO, and at no time wa9 there 
less than ten persons in the saloon. 
Ofilcer Chester P. Smith testified that 
he carefully examined the files of all the 
city papers for the month of May- aud 


Frederick Swanson, the driver of the car­ 
riage which took John F. O’Malley on a 
pleasure tour May 4. 
Mr. Foster said that he would also like 
to call a witness, and James Felton took 
the stand. 
He testified that he was secre­ 
tary of the meeting held at the Grand 
Pacific in May and that bis minutes s lowed 
that the meeting took place May 4. 
The court then state! that Juror North’s 
child was very sick with diptheria and a 
recess would be taken until Friday morn­ 
ing. 


THE CASULTY RECKORD. 


M any Stores am i R esidence* in a P en n ­ 
sy lv a n ia Town D estroyed. 
P ittsbu rg, Pa , Nov. 27.—The town of 
Leechburg, in Armstrong county, was al­ 
most wiped out by fire last night 
At 6 
o’clock fire was discovered in the Anderson 
building, one of the largest in the town. It 
was quickly burned, with eight stores and 
the postoffice, and then the fire spread to 
some adjoining dwellings. 
The flames 
were not gotten under control until some 
twenty residences bad been destroyed. 
The Leechburg Banking company’s build­ 
ing was burned, but the money, papers, 
and book* are all preserved in the safe. 
The loss will reach $100,000, one-half in­ 
sured. A man named John Boal, in jum p­ 
ing from the second story of a building, 
was fatally injured. 
Fire engines were 
sent from Allegheny City, but not in time 
to be of any service.

C. PIERSON DEAD. 


T he W ldly K now n T h l^ y -T h lrd D egree 
M ason P asses A w ay. 
S t. P a u l, Minn., Nov. 
2 7 .— A. T. C. 
Pierson, the greatest Masonic character in 
the world, died at his home, at 380 North 
Washington street, at 3 o’clock this morn­ 
ing of Bright’s disease, brought on by 
an attack of erysipelas. 
The funeral will be delayed three days 
at the request of Pierson, who was always 
afraid of being buried alive. 
Pierson was born in New Jersey Aug. 
29, 1817, and went to S t Paul in 1850. 
He was then the best known secret society 
man in the United States. 
He has held 
the highest offices possible, being grand 
secretary of the Grand Lodge of Masons, 
grand chapter, grand commandery, mem­ 
ber of the Scottish rite, order of the mys­ 
tic shrine, and was a thirty-third degree 
Mason.

27.—Millions of dol 
tars' worth of shoes and lumber went up . 
in smoke Tuesday afternoon from the busi-1 
ness district of the biggest shoo town in 
the world, throwing out of work S.COO I 
operatives 
and rendering 164 families 
homeless. 
Eighty acres that were crowded „ Jrn]n _;'! 
with buildings a few hours ago are a mass 
of ruins. 
The scene of ruin and desolation 
is complete, 
tion can be gained 
that 296 buildings were completely wiped 
out of existence, many others being more 
or less damaged. 
Among the burned 
buildings were forty-two brick structures, I 
142 business houses built of wood and 112 
dwelling houses. 
One church, the Eastern 
railroad station, four banks and four news- j 
papers were among the public concerns \ 
burned out. 
The fire spread with such 25CUP 
T. 
frightful rapidity that the department 
was helpless, and the flames leaped from 
street to street with little opposition in the 
shape of water. 
The heat was so intense 
that the men could not approach near 
enough to use their streams to advantage, 
and, although, assistance was sent from 
Boston, Salem, Malden, Marblehead, gau­ 
gers, Everett and other places, the fire 
worked its way to the water front before 
it was subdued. 
The great bulk of the 
buildings were of wood, and in these the 
flames held high carnival. 
But even the 
brick blocks 
offered 
little resistance. 
They, too, were swept away Uke so much 
chaff in the whirlwind of fire. 
After the 
flames had gone beyond the control of tho 
department a panic seemed to seize upon 
the firemen and citizens. 
The streets were 
filled with people shouting madly in their 
excitemeht. 
Operatives poked|their heads 
out of the windows to see what caused the 
disturbance and saw a wall of fire coming 
down the street. 
It was in many instances 
a race for life. 
The men poured out of 
the 
buildings 
in 
a 
human stream, 
leaving 
everything 
behind. 
And 
they were none 
too 
soon, 
for in a 
twinkling great buildings were enwrapped 
in flames and dissolved. 
It was a terri­ 
ble sight even for the experienced eyes of 
firemen. 
Tho railroad track was jumped 
by the flames with ease, and the same mad 
rush was continued. 
The two military 
companies were called out to clear the 
streets, when more effective work could 
be accomplished. 
Early in the afternoon 
outside assistance began to arrive, but 
then there was a total of only fifteen 
engines, and the fire was jumping in all 
directions, 
unchecked 
by tho streams 
being thrown upon it 
Chief Engineer 
Moody became 
prostrated during the 
height of the conflagration, and Chief 
Webber of Boston took command. 
He 
massed the engines on Newhall street and 
stayed the progress of the lire toward 
what remained of tho business district

E. Spinney's brick block, a large wooden 
building occupied by Titus & Buckley, 
Earle’s block, J. G. Brown's brick block, 
Ashcroft’s brick block, Kirtland's brick 
block, Euffum’s brick block, the brick fac­ 
tory owned by C. J. Little & C a, and 
Cushing & Downs' large wooden block, 
E. Harwood and D. a 
Boynton, the brick factory building oc­ 
cupied by John S. Bartlett & C a, the 
brick and wooden block of E. E.

The serious character of the blaze was 
seeu by the chief, and extra apparatus 
was summoned, but the fire was beyond 
control before they could get to work. 
The shoe shoos were crowded together so 
closely that the fire could not help spread­ 
ing. 
The result was that in an incredibly 
short time a great column of flame was 
ascending from a pile of wooden struc­ 
tures, blown hither and thither by a gale 
that whirled it in the faces of toe firemen 
and then whisked great sheets of it across 
the street to other structures. 
The scene in fifteen minutes after the 
first stroke of the alarm had sounded ex­ 
ceeded anything ever before witnessed in 
Lynn. 
Central square and ali its contig­ 
uous thoroughfares were filled with flying 
wagons and vans hurrying people, books, 
dry goods, shoes, and valuables of every 
description to shelter, but as soon as they 
had been dumped into one place of seeming 
safety the rapid spread of the fire necessi­ 
tated another change of base. 
Many were 
not so fortunate as to be on hand when 
the second attack was made, and their 
goods went with the buildings. 
There are 
rumors to the effect that some lives were 
lost in the attempt to save property, but 
that can not yet be verified. 
Mr. Mower, 
in whose building the fire started, was 
nearly overcome by the flames when ho 
ran back to close the safe door, and one of 
his emploves was caught in an upper 
story, but was rescued by the firemen. 


F ears that Life Has liven Lost. 
When the walls of Mower's big 
six- 
story brick building on Almont street fell 
there were several firemen beneath, and 
it is reported that one was crushed to 
death. 
The rest of the building followed 
the rear walls, so it will not be possible to 
ascertain the truth of the rumor until the 
missing man is inquired for. 
The next 
building was the large frame wooden 
factory of Bennett & Barnard, manufac­ 
turers of the finest shoes in New England, 
and employing 150 hands. 
This was a 
five-story building, about two hundred 
feet long, and extended back to Almont 
street. 
The great structure yielded like 
pastboard to the march of the flames, 
and, with its $100,000 worth of fine shoes 
in 
all 
stages 
of 
manufacture, 
was 
entirely 
swept 
away. 
Next 
to this were 
the 
buildings of 
the 
Keene estate, a mass of cheap frame struc­ 
tures, three and four stories high, extend­ 
ing I from Almont to Union and Willow 
streets. 
There was about half an acre of 
these wooden rookeries, aud they were 
swept away like so much chaff. 
The de­ 
struction of these blocks brought the fire 
up to the fine brick block known as the 
Stevens building and B. W. Currier’s new 
$75,000 six story block, just finished, at 
the corner of Almont and Union streets. 
These building?, having brie k walls, pre­ 
sented the first barrier to the flames. 
But 
it was only a momentary check. In a few 
minutes the bricks fell into the streets and 
the fire spread onward. 
The heat was 
terrific. 
The firemen tried to approach 
behind shutters, but the shutters them­ 
selves took fire and the men were forced 
to retreat. 
The cinders 
and big fire 
brands w ere sucked up into the air with a 
Mighty roar, for the wind was blowing 


like a hurricane and the flames were 
ried upward a hundred feet. 
After the business houses had been eater 
up the fire let itself loose among th{ 
dwelling houses on Sagamore hill. 
Most 
of theso were cheap structures, occupied 
by poor families. They burned like tinder, 
and the fire cut a wide path to tho water. 
The last big building to go was the Cen­ 
tral Congregational church. 
It was a 
brick structure and was one of the bast in 
the city. 
It stood out from the rest of the 
buildings and afforded a magnificent spec­ 
tacle to thousands of persons. 
The fire 
burned a long time before the windows 
were broken, the reflection from within 
being very picturesque. 
Then the flames 
burst simultaneously from th© windows 
and the belfry, and the steeple swavedand 
fell with a crash into the street. 
It was 
a total loss.

The burned district is nearly triangular 
in shape, two of the sides being half a 
mile in length, and the third a quarter of 
a mile.

The poor people 
will suffer greatly unless some assistance 
comes from outside. 
The city began im­ 
mediately to prepare temporary houses 
for those who had not friendly shelter to 
go to, and the houses were quicsly filled. 
It will be a matter of great expense to 
feed these people until things are straight­ 
ened out, and in addition will be the suf­ 
fering of the eight thousand employes, 
who will having nothing to do for several 
weeks. 
A meeting of the city govern­ 
ment was held .ast night and committees 
were appointed to carry on the work. 
A narrow escape from death was that 


of Ernest Williamson, who in the early 
stage of the fire volunteered to take a line 
of hose up a ladder in front of the Dagyr 
building on Willow street to play from 
the top upon the west wall of the Mower 
brick block, also on Willow street. 
He 
was followed by several other venturesome 
men, some of whom were firemen, but a1 
most as soon as they reached the roof the 
intense heat compelled them to beat s 
hasty retreat, and the hose fell to the side 
walk. 
Williamson was the last man to 
descend and was nearly suffocated before 
he could get a footing on the ladder.

Interesting Inform ation About the Mecca 
o f the Colored People. 
The Hon. H. W. Grimes, ex-Attor­ 
ney General of the Republic of Liberia, 
gives the following information to the 
Charleston News and Courier: 
“The President of Liberia is the 
Hon. H. R. W. Johnson, son of one oi 
the founders of the country. The Gov 
eminent is at present too complex; it 
is hard to get enough intelligent men 
to fill the offices. 
The more the peo­ 
ple have taken to agriculture the 
greater the country has improved. The 
coffee output for this year exceeds 
1,500,000 pounds. 
One or two firms 
handle it, and it is chiefly shipped tc 
England and Germany. Liberian com­ 
munication with America is bv sailing 
vessel only, and the single firm that 
trades directly with us sends out a ves­ 
sel but once in three or four months. 
Coffee is the chief product of the coun­ 
try, though palm oil and other prod­ 
ucts are shipped in small quantities. 
The population is about 500,000, of 
whom about 20,000 are Americo-Libe- 
rians or their descendants. 
Meham 
medans are numerous. The question 
for Christendom is, shall Christianity 
or Mohammedanism prevail ? Ther* 
are established churches of several of 
the evangelical faiths. 
Because Libe­ 
ria has no steam communication with 
the United States, she imports almosl 
entirely from Europe, although th« 
people prefer our gocxls, and get them 
from Germany* in many cases.

The backs 
of these saws play against the lance. 
When the mosquito alights with its 
peculiar hum, it thrusts its keen lance, 
and then enlarges the aperture watt 
the two saws, which play beside Hic 
lance until the forked bill with its 
capillary arrangement for 
sucking 
blood can be inserted. 
The sawing 
process is what grates upon the-nerves 
of tho victim and causes him to strikt 
wildly at the sawyer.
